Towns h/p, 
Village have 
referenda ms 

Both the village and township of Antioch 
have tax cut referendums on the ballot for 
April 7. 

The village will have three on its ballot 
and the township will have two. . 

On the township ballot will be referendums 
asking for the lowering of the ceiling of the 
road and bridge and the corporate taxes. 

The referendum calls for the township fund 
ceiling to be lowered from $.25 to $.1875 of 
assessed value while the referendums also 
calls for the lowering of the road and bridge 
tax from $.125 to $.094. 

The three, referendums on the village 
ballot call for tax ceiling cuts on the street 
and bridge tax, the general corporate fund 
and the fire protection fund. 

The referendumas ask that the street and 
bridge fund ceiling be lowered from $.10 to 
$.075; the general corporate fund tax be 
lowered from $.25 to .1875 and the fire protec- 
tion fund be brought down to $.1125 instead of 
$.150. 

All of these figures will be based upon a 
percentage of the equalized assessed value. 

Fighting for passage of the referndums is a 
local and statewide tax revolt group, with 
candidate for village trustee, Claudette. Sk- 
varce one of the leaders. 

Township officials do not oppose the 
referendum since there is interest in them in 
the township. 

The Antioch Volunteer Fire Dept.feels that 
the 25 percent cut in the fire protection fund 
is a shortsided approach to tax control. 
. The Fire Dept. now receives $48,000. per! 
year .. and if the referendum is passed that 
~wuTjJeciit tp$36;0007^' r ~~ 

The department claims that this will not 
mean an immediate cut in fire protection 
services, but it will show up in future equip- 
ment replacements, making cuts in services 
necessary then.

Much has been written about drug and 
alcohol abuse among our teens. 

We've ail heard "most of the kids do it," 
but when the kids themselves tell you 'that 
upwards of 90 percent of the students at- 
tending the local high school are drug or-and 
alcohol involved on a regular basis, the enor- 
mity of the problem hits you smack between 
the eyes. . S& 

B ut some of the students at Antioch Com- 
muriity~High School are doing something 
positive about this problem, thanks to 
Chuck Lindholm, ACHS teacher and co- 
ordinator of the project, I was able to in- 
terview four of the eight girls who attended 
Operation Snowball at the Holiday IiuvZion, 
from March 12 -15. 

Operation Snowball's purpose is to give in- 
formation on drug and alcohol- abuse to in- 
terested kids and adults alike, forming 
discussion groups to help people be them- 
selves without the use of such crutches, the 
plan being that those attending form small 
satellite groups of their own which could also 
spawn more such groups. - 

I was interested in talking to the students 
but not prepared for the enthusiasm and' 
straighforward purposefulness that I met 

with. J 

In speaking of the weekend spent getting 
more information of these problems 
prevalent in today's society, especially the 
youthful end of it, these girls impressed me 
greatly with their new-found convictions. 

"It was a once in a lifetime experience, I 
came out of it with a whole new outlook on 
drug and alcohol abuse," said Kelly Gordon 
excitedly. 

They spoke of the reticence with which 
they had approached the weekend, vowing to 
stick together, afraid to get involved with all 
the strangers that would be attending the 
seminar. ■ , 

The result was that they never saw each 
other for the entire weekend, but made many 
new friends and came out "feeling that 
everyone care<l~about~ each other^" said 
Paggy Martini. 

z Learning to be yourself and not wear a 
mask so none of these crutches would be 
needed was one of the special lessons they 
learned. 



Lisa Starr said, "It's important to learn to 
accept yourself and then you don't have to 
bend to peer pressure. " 

During the weekend spent with both kids 
. and adults, the girls heard of the experiences 
of people who had been owned by liquor and 
drugs. 

The girls talked about the peer pressure 
felt by most students in high school afraid 
that they won't be accepted or considered a 
square if they refuse to drink or take drugs. 

They spoke of the communication gap bet- 
ween parents and their kids, blaming it on 
both sides, kids afraid to talk to their parents 
and parents either too busy or afraid to find 
out that their kids have problems. 

One of the consensuses, was that parents 
expect top much of their children, wanting 
tnem to.be what they want; without taking 
the children themselves and their wishes into 
consideration.

Love and the expression of it was given as 
a prime solution. ~"r 

The example of parents using drugs and 
abusing the use of alcohpl was given as 
another reason for kids doing the same. 

Besides parents being afraid to find out 
what their kids are doing, they told me that 
some kids are drunk or high in school, in such 
conditions as would be impossible for 
teachers not to notice, but some of them 
ignore it, probably also not wanting to get in- 
volved. 

Though they are just on the threshold and 
have admittedly a lot more to learn on the 
subject, "We are starting our own peer group 
with the permission -of the administration 
and the sponsorship- of Carol Dupes, 
sociology teacher at ACHS," reported 
Maureen McDevitt. 

Robin Lindorff, Michelle Morris and Janet 
Ditzig are also deeply interested in the
